Unfortunately the political 
climate of McCarthyism did not 
diminish and the number of 
Smith Act victims has multiplied 
to over 100. Seven Smith Act 
trials have already ‘ occurred— 
two in New York City, and 
others in Los Angele, Seattle, 
Hawaii, Pittsburgh, and Balti- 
more. Trials are slated in St. 
Louis, Philadelphia and Cleve- 
land; one is.now going on in 
Detroit.’ There are at least 200 
children affected by these ar- 
rests. The need for the Fami- 
has_ therefore 
increased and similar commit- 
tees are being set up in the 
other cities.

THE POLITICAL prisoners 
aré scattered in prisons as far 
West -as Leavenworth, as far 
South as Atlanta. Families are 
allowed a two-hour visit, oncé 
a month. The Families Com- 
mittee has raised the money to 
be able to pay for these trips. 
For at least two of the families, 
this means an average of $300 
per month. In one case the 
two Frankfeld children must be 
taken to see their father in At- 
lanta and their mother in West 
Virginia. 

These visits are precious to 
the prisoners, separated as they 
are from their dear ones. But 
it is a!so their only contact, 
except for an occasional visit 
from a lawyer, with the. world 
outside.
